SEATTLE, Dec. II— The b*»>

Kobert Mathews, arho died in the 
9S-fao(ir tiegt, and four others ar> 
retted at the acene had been aaan> 
dated with a wtute-euprenadst 
poup B tb^ Idaho panhan^ known 
at the "Aryan Nations* and had 
plans to ehminate "Jewish influ* 
enoe* and other sunority groups

The Federal Bureau of inuetti* 
ption began invettiptiag the 
group several months ago in oon* 
oectiao with a aehet of crimes 
thought to be the work of a group of 
white tupremadsts. An unideotified 
■former who infiltrated the group 
provided the FBI with mformation 
Inking it to three armed robberies 
in Seattle and oortfaerD California 
that netted more than $3 mSboa. 


The Ao w down began evty Fri- 
day tnorning when more tfam fO 
FW agents swept through the paa* 
tves and woods of WbiAey Island, 
a SOHnile<ioBg body north of Seat- 
tle, and surrounded three cabina on 
a bhtfT overlooking Puget Sound 

The a^ts doaed afaippiDg fames 
near the island until late Friday eve- 
ning and hahad air traffic as the 
manhunt progre aa ed. FBI agents 
negotiated with the activists aiS ar- 
rested four Friday on charges of 
faarboriBg a ftigitive. 

But Mathews, 31. alone and 
heavily armed in one of the h oue et , 
refuted to cone out. FBI agents, 
eone wearing camouflage, their 
tees fatekened, wait^ in the 
woods through the daii^, cold night 
while negotiations continued. 

Saturday afternoon, the FBI fired 
teargas into the houK and later at- 
tempted to enter it to arrest Ma- 
thews. Agents were met with gun- 
fire end retreated. As the eecond 
day of the siege pve way to dark- 
ness. the FBI fired flares into the 
house to Ouminate it. The building 
caught fire and gukkiy burned to 
the ground with Matb^ inaide as 
expkshng ammisution kept the 
agents at bay. 

A badly burned body taken from 


the ashes was tentativeiy identified 
from dental r ecord s as Mathews.
